W ashington, Aug. 26. — President 
H«M»v**r has been offered as the repub­ 
lican Issue In the congressional elec­ 
tion campaign, apparently with his 
own knowledge and consent.

I he Ohio senator cited In detail the 
enactm ent Of the farm relief and tar­

laid at the door of the chief executive 
whom he called "The engineer, the 
builder, the leader," possessing "trans­ 
cendental ability as an organizer." 
Although he had announced previ­ 
ously he *11*1 not consider prohibition 
a cam paign issue, Fess praised 
Mr. 
Ihwiver’s "strong stand” on enforce­ 
ment. 
It was the first mention of the 
subject In the national phase of the 
fight for control of congress. 
The speech's contents were 
care­ 
fully guarded by the republican pub­ 
licity bureau until shortly before Fess 
went on the air. 
This was done to 
prevent democratic publicity 
head­ 
o n rte rs from delivering an immedi­ 
ate counter-attack, such as the repub­ 
licans delivered to Hhouee before he 
finished speaking last Monday night. 
The economic depression, Fess sold, 
Is the result of "world wide specula­ 
tion” and not the fault of the admin­ 
istration. 
"The administration made every ef­ 
fort through the federal reserve board,” 
he said, "to warn against the specula­ 
tion mania, but its impetus woe be­ 
yond all control, and the inevitable 
crash came in the collapse of stock 
exchange prices with losses to thous­ 
ands of innocent persons.” 
Mr. Hoover's leadership, he added, 
saved the collapse from being much 
worse. 
A sound farm relief law was enact­ 
ed, Fess said. 
The tariff, he contend­ 
ed, was in the Interest of America and 
against foreign interests.

W ashington, Aug. 26. — President 
H oover has been offered as the repub­ 
lican Issue in the congressional elec­ 
tion campaign, apparently with his 
own knowledge and consent. 
In a com prehensive

speech 
last night, Senator Simeon 
Fess 
of 
Ohio, new chairman of the republican 
national com m ittee, made clear that 
he considered the president's leader­ 
ship, 
policies 
and 
accom plishm ents 
the particular question 
before 
the 
people in the election of the new coh- 
gress. 
The Ohio senator cited In detail the 
enactm ent of the farm relief and tar­ 
iff laws and the organization work 
done by the president to 
m eet 
the 
business and drought situations. All 
the accom plishm ents of the party he 
laid at the door of the chief executive 
whom he called “The engineer, the 
builder, the leader,” possessing “trans­ 
cendental ability as an organizer.” 
Although he had announced previ­ 
ously he did not consider prohibition 
a cam paign issue, Fess praised 
Mr. 
Hoover’s “strong stand’1 on enforce­ 
ment. 
It was the first m ention of the 
subject in the national phase of the 
light, for control of congress. 
The speech’s contents were 
care­ 
fully guarded by the republican pub­ 
licity bureau until shortly before Fess 
went on the uir. 
ThlH was done to 
prevent dem ocratic publicity 
head­ 
quarters from delivering an immedi­ 
ate counter-attack, such as the repub­ 
licans delivered to Shouse before he 
finished speaking last Monday night. 
The economic depression, Fess said, 
Is the result of “world wide specula­ 
tion” and not the fault of the admin­ 
istration. 
“The adm inistration made every ef­ 
fort through the federal reserve board,” 
he said, “to warn against the specula­ 
tion mania, but Its impetus Was be­ 
yond all control, and the inevitable 
crash cam e In the collapse of stock 
exchange prices with losses to thous­ 
ands of innocent persons.” 
Mr. Hoover’s leadership, he added, 
saved the collapse from being much 
worse. 
A sound farm relief law was enact­ 
ed, Fess said.

A raid in if Forest and dross F in s 


W it h the woods as dry as tinder and the grass almost w ith­ 
ered to a crisp, it seems almost foolish to caution persons to be 
careful with matches, cigarets, and fire in any shape. 
The forestry departm ent is compelled to urge campers, tour­ 
ists and others to lie careful. Here are three points to be observed 
im partially by everybody: 
Don’t disregard a brush fire when you see it. Call a forest 
ranger. If you can’t find him tell the nearest operator and she 
will report the fire. 
Don’t throw* away lighted cigars or cigarets in the woods of 
dry fields. These sta rt many brush and tim ber blazes. Never throw 
them away without carefully extinguishing them. 
Don’t leave a camp fire. I’ut it out and be sure it’s out before 
you leave. 
The forestry departm ent has never called attention to pop 
bottles. These inoffensive-appearing bottles, drained of their con­ 
tents, are tossed out indiscriminately. When lying in the right po­ 
sition to receive a full complement of the sun’s rays, these bottles 
act like burning glasses and set fire to things. Be careful when* 
you toss these bottles. 
In town life, see th at your chimney is kept clean abd your 
heating plant renovated. Sparks from a chimney in this dry sea 
son can do untold damage. Inoffensive appearing grass fires can 
spread so quickly as to set fire to houses, fences, barns, etc.

ii. W. Ta 11 by, Jr., pf the New York 
State Agricultural 
college, 
presents 
records from dairy herd improvement 
associations which show that liberal 
feeding of grain to good cows gives 
the dairyman good returns in summer 
and fall as well as during the winter. 
The figures prove thut the average 
yield of milk for dairy cows in New 
York is 5,500 pounds of milk. In one 
group of cow# with less than tile av­ 
erage production, or only 5,201 pounds 
of milk, each cow was fed an average 
#20 worth of grain and $85 worth of 
hay, silage, and pasture, or $55 In all 
for feed. The average value of tile 
cows’ milk in tills group was $146, or 
$01 more than all costs of feed. 
In a group of cows with the average 
production of 5,500 pounds of milk 
the value of tile milk was $100. The 
ti'a1 feed cost was $71, niude up of 
$80 for grain und $41 for roughage, 
and tile net return was $05. 
A group which produced, on an av 
eruge, 7,771 pounds of milk and fed 
$50 worth of grain and $44 worth of 
roughage, produced u gross return of 
$218 against a feed cost of $04, or a 
net 
return of $110. 
Similarly, two 
other groups, producing about twice 
the state average In pounds of milk 
or 10,254 pounds and 11,087 pounds 
respectively, were fed $85 and $09 
worth of grain, and $42 and $46 worth 
of roughage, with total feed costs of 
$127 and $145 as compared with milk 
values $280 and $3119 each, arid ne! 
returns of $158 nnd $194. 
In oilier words, Mr. Taljby points 
out, the more grain, tile more milk 
and Hie greater the money return. 
From this lie deduces that It pays, 
arid pays well, to keep efficient cows 
and to feed them liberally on grain 
A large allowance of grain beeps the 
cows in good condition and makes 
them enter file winter season In good 
condition to supply the milk needed to 
hold the milk market when it will 
bring Its best returns.

Chop Hay With Ensilage 
Cutter to Save Waste 
Many dairy und live stock farmers 
have found by practical experience 
that chopping hay with an ensilage 
cutter not only suves a considerable 
amount of the hay from being wasted, 
but also helps towards getting more 
feed value out of that consumed, due 
to being more easily mixed with other 
feeds. 
rrnetlenl 
tests 
with 
dairy 
herds show that two tons of chopped 
hay gave almost as much returns as 
three tons fed long. 
Often the hay Is 
chopped Just as it comes from the field 
ami the chopped feed is blown directly 
into the mow. About the same amount 
of curing Is necessary whether mowed 
in Hie chopped or whole form. 
This 
lias the additional advantage that the 
day’s use of the ensilage cutter is dou­ 
bled or trebled and thus Its cost per 
hour brought down for the silo filling. 


Cutting Down Cow Feed ' 
Lowers Yield of Milk 
Trying to make a dairy herd profit­ 
able by cutting down on the amount 
of feed 
or by 
not 
supplying 
the 
amount of protein that Is required for 
economical milk production Is up-hlll 
work. In fact, it cannot he done. Cut­ 
ting down tile protein supply below 
actual requirements is a good deal 
like trying to make a roadbed by put­ 
ting half as much cement In the con­ 
crete mixture as Is actually required 
for good results. 
In one case It re­ 
sults In low milk production and little 
or no profit above feed cost, and In 
the other, in a worthless road which 
represents a complete loss not only of 
the material used, hut ulso of the 
labor employed In producing and lay­ 
ing the defective concrete. 


Outline of Economics 
of Permanent Pastures 
I.et us now sum up the economics 
of permanent pastures: 
There Is a 
great saving of labor, since no culti­ 
vation is necessary and the live stock 
harvest Hie crop. 
A highly digestible 
protein is produced on tile farm at a 
very low cost from cheap nitrogen 
carriers easily and cheaply carried, 
rather than having to buy high-priced 
concentrates. 
Land not well suited 
for cultivation can he used. The acre­ 
age cultivated is reduced, cereal pro­ 
duction is curtailed, nnd markets are 
strengthened by lack of over-produce 
tlon. 
More live stock can be support­ 
ed to the acre, more milk and meat 
cun he produced a head. 
Every acre 
is made to do its best. 


Silage for Dairy Cow 
Dairy cows consume pasture grass 
because it Is a succulent and appetis­ 
ing feed. 
Abundant pasture gruss is 
au Ideal and economical feed for milk 
production. 
However, pasture grass 
cannot be fed during the winter, and 
it is necessary for the dairyman to 
substitute some succulent, palatable 
feed in order to maintain tile great­ 
est possible production of milk and 
fat. 
Corn silage, because it is very 
available, Is the mast commonly used 
winter succulent feed.

Pure-Bred Cattle Used 
to Boost Animal Prices 
Cattle buyers who know that “blood 
will tell” are paying more for Hie cow 
that has records in her pedigree to 
prove her blood, says Brot H. A. Hop­ 
per of Cornell university, who cites 
the records of the Holstein Friesian 
association sales from 1925 to 1928 In 
warning pure bred breeders to keep 
testing their herds. 
In these sales, cows with long-time 
records brought an average of $180 
each, untested cows from tested dams 
sold for $223 each, while untested 
cows from untested /lams brought hut 
$183. 
Heifers from tested dams sold 
for $272 and heifers from untested 
dauis sold for $103. 
That there Is a demand for hulls 
wit Ii good records behind them Is 
shown when the bulls from longtime 
record dams brought $425 and tile 
hulls from untested dams sold for 
$121. 
While 
considerations 
other 
than 
records may legitimately enter—such 
as family, physical condition and age, 
one cannot avoid Hie conclusion, says 
Professor Hopper, that records are of 
major importance.
